Definite indications of the largest 
building year Canada has had in 
more than a decade are now shown 
by the record of the first six months 
of this year. The very large and un- 
usual total of $194,543,600 worth of 
new construction for the first half 
of the current year and contemplated 
new work to the vetue of $304,598,- 
600 forecasts great activity for the 
remaining months. During June 
contracts awarded totalled $54,186,- 
400, an increase over June, 1925, of 
63 per cent. 


One of the greatest foundations 
upon which the Canadian national 
spirit rests was laid by the Canadian 
Pacific Railway was the conviction 
uttered by J. D. Cameron, of Glas- 
gow, in an address before an audi- 
ence at Pembroke recently. “Not 


merely did this railroad act,” he |

Dominion grain research laboratory at Winnipeg. The particular problem 
to be tackled is damp and tough grain, the importance of which will be 
appreciated by cvery farmer who has sustained loss during the present crop 
season, 

The National Research Councll some.time ago appointed a 
committee on grain research to study various problems connected with the 
production and marketing of grain, including factors affecting milling and 
baking quality, commercial grading, und diseases affecting grain plants, 
particularly rust. This committee now proposes an immediate survey of the 
methods employed in grain drying, to be followed by a study of thé different 


wheat 


special 


niethods with a view to determining which is most advantageous from the | 


viewpoint of economy and the resulting quality of the dried product. 

In order to make investigation as thoroughsoing possible, the 
Universities of Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta will engage in the work. 
Milling and baking test laboratories of the most modern type have already 
been installed at the Alberta and Saskatchewan Universities and the same 
equipment is being installed in Manitoba. Dr. ‘Tory has expressed the 
opinion that lt is doubtful if a research of such mugnitude has ever before 
been undertaken in Canada,

Western Rye Grains 


Best Hay Crop In Sectlons Where 
Moisture Is not Abundant 

Western rye grass has established 
{tself as a valuable hay and pasture 
crop for the sectlons of the prairie 
provinces where moisture fs not abun- 
dant enough to permit of the success- 
ful growing of timothy. Recent tests 
of the grass at the Lacombe, Alberta, 
Experimental Station, have fully borne 
out expectations ag to the value of this 
fodder. In competition with Brome 
grass, different strains of timothy, and 
with Kentucky blue grass, western rye 
grass was casily first, outylelding the 
other grasses by a considerable mar- 
gin. 

It is interesting to note In this con- 
nection that of the strains of rye 
grass tested in the experiments, 
“Grazer,” a variety developed by the 
Central Farm at Ottawa, outylelded 
the commercial varieties used.
